Women Employed On Various Rail- 
Way Jobs Do Good Work 

Women Workers have entered into 
many railway occupations which were 
held exclusively by men before the 
war. A survey just completed shows 
a total cf 654 Women emploved in 
Canadian National Shops round. 
houses, coach yards and car repair 
tracks throughout the system. Some 
f them are boilermaker welders, car 
oilers, Macksmith helpers and electrie 
erane operators. But the majcrity of 
these Women are applying their na 
tural household cleaning habits to 
keeping railway Iccomotives and pas 


j as spotless as possible 
Others are helpers to machinists 
sheet metal workers, boilermakers 
nd carmen; and the remainder are 
classified as laborers, seamstresses, 
car porters and a turntable operator. 
The Central Region of the C.NLR 
has 375 women in these Mechanical
